presented to it by Mr. Wilbur K. Hoxie, 
of Evansvillo, au old KamagO printing 
press. This press was brought to Wis- 
consin in early territorial days by one of 
tho Suoles family and it is thought by 
some to bo the first jobbing press ever 
seen withmthe present limits of tho 
Badger commonwealth.
